Airline, union reach deal

With hours to go until the strike 
deadline, Air Canada reached a ten¬ 
tative contract agreement with the 
union representing flight atten¬ 
dants yesterday afternoon. 

The Canadian Union of Public 
Employees said it was recom¬ 
mending Air Canada’s 6,800 flight 
attendants accept the deal, details 
of which won’t be made public 
until after a vote is held. 

A strike deadline was set for just 
after midnight this morning, 
though federal Labour Minister lisa 
Raitt had warned she would intro¬ 
duce back-to-work legislation. 

It was a turbulent situation ever 
since talks broke down on Monday. 
A number of rallies were held 
across the country yesterday, 
including at Halifax Stanfield Inter¬ 
national Airport. 

Deborah Archur, a flight atten¬ 
dant for 29 years, said she was 
recently working on a flight in 
Munich that was delayed to the 
next day — her day off — and she 
wasn’t paid “a penny extra.” 

“Does anyone else go to work 
for free?” she asked.

Fitzpatrick said the company’s pref¬ 
erence was to reach a deal with 
CUPE without the federal govern¬ 
ment stepping in with back-to-work 
legislation. 

Flight attendants in Halifax 
responded yesterday by chanting, 
“Negotiate, not legislate!” 


“We want to have an opportu¬ 
nity to share what our plight is and 
what we’re dealing with,” said 
flight attendant Heidi Cohen. “As a 
Canadian, I believe we should have 
the right to protest, picket and have 
our voices heard if it comes to it.”

Last night Halifax Region¬ 
al Council approved a rec¬ 
ommendation that could 
save millions in operating 
costs at the Otter Lake 
landfill outside Halifax. 

Regional Council 
agreed to the terms of a 
tentative supplementary 
agreement with Mirror 


N.S., the private firm that 
runs the landfill for the 
city. 

According to a staff re¬ 
port brought before coun¬ 
cil last night, starting in 
the 2012-13 fiscal year, 
there will be an annual 
cost reduction of an aver¬ 
age $7.45 per tonne of 
waste, resulting in operat¬ 
ing savings of approxi¬ 
mately $1 million per 


year over the remaining 
four years of the agree¬ 
ment with Mirror. 

Although one part of 
the report was approved 
unanimously last night, it 
was part two that generat¬ 
ed discussion around the 
council table: Staff recom¬ 
mended bringing back a 
review of the existing 
waste resource strategy to 
identify opportunities to

Percy Paris, the econom¬ 
ic and rural development 
minister, said the audit into 
the South West Shore De¬ 
velopment Authority will 
begin within the next 
month. 

“It’s an attempt to find 
some answers that the citi¬ 
zens of Nova Scotia ... and 
the businesses in the south¬ 


west region deserve some 
answers to,” Paris said in an 
interview. “There’s some 
things that haven’t been ac¬ 
counted for.” 

In a Februaiy 2010 re¬ 
port, provincial ombuds¬ 
man Dwight Bishop said 
considerable concerns had 
been raised about the 
agency’s management and 
administration.

Bishop found the board

ed a strategy that would 
allow the development of 
two apartment buildings. 

United Gulf Develop¬ 
ments Ltd. proposed to 
build two 17-storey towers 
with 128 residential units 
on the Lake Banook site. 

But the proposal is not 
in keeping with the Munic¬ 
ipal Planning Strategy, 
which says buildings in 
that area cannot be taller 
than 11 metres.

In 2003> United Gulf 
Developments 
submitted a proposal 
to build two 12-storey 
I towers on the same 
site and was turned 
down. 

The purpose of the 
height limit is to prevent 
tall buildings firom altering 
wind patterns that would 
negatively impact the Lake 
Banook canoe-racing 
course. A 2003 wind study 
concluded that a 12-storey 
building would not affect 
the wind on the course, but 


councillors were skeptical. 

“It’s kind of a gamble as 
to whether the wind would 
or wouldn’t affect the race 
course, but once these 
buildings are up, there’s no 
going back, and we lose our 
world-class facility,” Deputy 
Mayor Jim Smith said. 

After a few councillors 
toyed with the idea of hold¬ 
ing a public hearing, Coun. 
Bill Karsten said citizens al¬ 
ready expressed their dis¬ 
dain for the project at a 
hearing in 2005. 

“Why would we want to 
go back to the public, and 
what — hope that they’ve 
changed their minds? The 
public spoke, and spoke 
clearly,” he said.

putting up a fight, but three 
of his men and 19 pro-Gad- 
hafi tribesmen were killed. 

He said it would take an¬ 
other week for his forces to 
take control of all of Libya’s 
southern desert and its bor¬ 
ders with Algeria and Niger. 
Several groups of officials 
from Gadhafl’s regime, as 
well as one of the dictator’s 
sons, have fled to Niger. 

Earlier, residents fleeing 
Sirte said they had been liv¬ 
ing under a state of siege 
with Gadhafl’s forces pre¬ 
venting them from leaving, 
while hving conditions de¬ 
teriorated and the city 
came under constant rock¬ 
et fire and NATO bombard¬ 
ment.

Established wireless car¬ 
riers Rogers, BCE and Telus 
started cutting prices on 
their discount-brand cell¬ 
phones in 2008 — in some 
cases by more than 50 per 
cent, Eiley said. 

New players like Wind 
Mobile, Mobilicity and 
Public Mobile have also 
added “all-you-can-eat” 
voice plans, he said. “So in 
effect, it’s cheaper to have 
a wireless phone than it is 
to have a wireline phone,” 
Eiley said.

Green energy lacks funding: Clinton 


Former president Bill Clin¬ 
ton said yesterday that the 
success of the alternative- 
energy movement is ham¬ 
pered by a lack of financ¬ 
ing. His comments came as 
world leaders attending his 
annual philanthropic con¬ 
ference expressed fears 
about rising seas.

Pointing to Germany’s 
successful creation of solar- 
energy jobs as a model for 
other nations, Clinton said 
the main issue with green 
energy is a lack of proper 
funding. “You have to come 
up with the money on the 
front end,” Clinton said.

filmmakers have often 
turned to mathematics as 
the basis for a stoiy. 

The Coen Brothers fo¬ 
cused an entire film 
around the Uncertainty 
Principle in Quantum Me¬ 
chanics. In A Serious Man 
Prof. Lany Gopnik 
(Michael Stuhlbarg) teach¬ 
es his classes the principle, 
but desperately wants to 
believe, despite the equa¬ 
tion, that life makes sense. 

It’s not a movie about 
wave-particle duality and 
the DeBroglie h 3 q)othesis 
— it’s a veiy human stoiy 
about a man searching for 
answers — but the math is 
crucial to the stoiy. 

The same holds true for 
Moneyball, the new Brad 
Pitt movie opening this 
weekend. 

The stoiy of a baseball 
team’s general manager 
who uses algorithms and 
computer-generated analy¬ 
sis called sabermetrics to 
draft his players isn’t strict¬ 
ly about the math, but the 
stoiy wouldn’t be the same 
without it. 

A Beautiful Mind shows 
how mathematician John 
Nash, played by Russell 


Crowe in the role that won 
him an Oscar, would visu¬ 
alize math problems in or¬ 
der to identify patterns and 
solve equations. 

The Hangover uses a 
similar trick. At a Las Vegas 
casino Alan (Zach Galifi- 
anakis) counts cards at a 
blackjack table as mathe¬ 
matical equations appear 
on the screen. 

In reality none of the 
equations —like the Fouri¬ 
er theoiy of additive S 3 m- 
thesis — have an 3 ^hing to 
do with cheating at cards, 
but it’s a fimny scene that 
inspired the Facebook page 
“Alan from The Hangover 
makes math seem AWE¬ 
SOME.” 

A love poem called The 
Square Root of Three ap¬ 
pears in the raunchy come¬ 
dy Harold & Kumar Escape 
from Guantanamo Bay. 

“1 fear that 1 will always 
be a lonely number, like 
root three,” writes the 
lovelorn Kumar (Kal Penn), 
“A three is all that’s good 
and right. Why must my 
three keep out of sight?” 

The Da Vinci Code fa¬ 
mously uses the Fibonacci 
sequence —1-1-2-3-5- 
8-13-21 — as a key to un¬ 
lock the movie’s mysteiy 
and Cube sees people 
trapped in a giant cube 
with mathematic prob¬ 
lems as clues to their salva¬ 
tion. 

The John Astin comedy 
Evil Roy Slade features 
some frontier math. 
Schoolteacher Betsy asks 
Roy “If you had six apples 
and your neighbour took 
three of them what would 
you have?”

It may not 
have all the 
bright 
lights and 
packed 
beaches of 
Honolulu, 
but Hawaii’s Big Island is a 
very cool place in its own 
right. 

It’s also a very hot place 
... as in liquid hot magma 
hot! 

Literally millions of 
tourists flock to the fa¬ 
mous Kilauea Volcano 
every year, making it the 
most-visited tourist attrac¬ 


tion in Hawaii, eclipsing 
even the Pearl Harbour 
memorial on Oahu. 

After leaving the city of 
Hilo, and climbing 4,000 
feet straight up, my first 
reaction after arriving at 
Kilauea was just how black 
and barren it is. Hundreds 
of miles of black rivers of 
lava flow frozen in time, 
flooding the landscape. 

Always one to bring 
back a memento or two, I 
decided to break myself off 
a few tiny pieces of black 
lava to bring home as a 
souvenir. I soon found out 
this is a very big no-no! A 
park guide soon rushed 
right over and insisted I 
empty my pockets of the 
new-found rubble. 

It seems ancient tradi¬ 
tion dictates that taking 
any lava rocks away from 
the sacred volcano site will 


bring horrible luck and 
great misfortune to any 
poor soul that does so. In 
fact, there is a huge pile of 
returned lava rocks at the 
entrance of Volcano Nation¬ 
al Park put there by people 
who made the mistake of 
not heeding the warning! 

Despite the fact there is 
enough erupted material 
here to pave a road around 
the world three times 
over, those rocks stay 
put... forever. 

The Kilauea Volcano has 
been constantly erupting 
since 1983, and it really is 
a thrill to be right there in 
the thick of it. It’s also 
considered the most dan¬ 
gerous volcano in the U.S., 
so admittedly I was tread¬ 
ing a bit gingerly as I ap¬ 
proached the actual fire 
show. 

What followed was one

of the most amazing sites 
these jaded eyes have ever 
seen. Huge rivers of red- 
hot liquid lava flowing 
slowly down cliffs, and 
then suddenly exploding 
in huge plumes after mak¬ 
ing contact with the ocean. 

This is a place everyone 
should make a pilgrimage 
to. Just don’t steal the 
rocks.

Cheddar Puffs and Apple Kielbasa Bake prove this fruit has a place at the dinner table 


With the onset of apple 
season, it’s time to start 
thinking about ways to use 
up all those bushels you 
bring home from your 
picking adventures. 

While sauces and pies 
are a fine start, it’s also 
easy to get creative with 
how we cook apples. And 
you don’t need to limit 
yourself to sweets. 

Apple Cheddar Puffs 
Preparation: 

I Heat oven to 220 C (425 
F). Line 2 baking sheets 
with parchment paper. 

2 In saucepan over medi¬ 
um-high, heat water, 
butter and salt until boil¬ 
ing. Add flour and stir 
vigorously with wooden 
spoon until mix comes 
away from sides of pan 
and forms a ball of 
dough, about 1 min. 

3 Transfer dough to bowl 
of electric mixer. Mix 
with paddle attachment 
1 min. Add eggs, one at 
a time, waiting until ful¬ 
ly incorporated before 
adding next. When all of 
the eggs are incorporat¬ 
ed, mix in cheese. 
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Spoon mix into large 
zip-close bag with cor¬ 
ner cut off or pastry bag. 
Gently squeeze bag to 
create walnut-size 
mounds on prepared 
baking sheets, leaving 5 
cm (2 inches) between 
each mound. Bake 10 
mins, then reduce oven 
temperature to 190 C 
(375 F) and bake for an¬ 


other 15 minutes or un¬ 
til golden brown. 

5 Remove puffs from oven 
and pierce side of each 
to allow steam to 
escape. Let cool, then 
use. 

6 While puffs bake, make 
filling. In saucepan over 
medium-high, cook ap¬ 


ples, sugar, ginger, 
lemon juice, salt and 30 
ml (2 tbsp) of water just 
until apples are tender, 
about 6 mins. In glass, 
stir remaining 30 ml (2 
tbsp) water and 
cornstarch, add to 
apples. Bring to simmer 
and cook just until mix¬ 
ture thickens, 1 to 2 
mins. Let cool slightly 


Ingredients: 

Puffs 

• 250 ml (1 cup) water 

• 90 ml (6 tbsp) unsalted 
butter 

• 5 ml (1 tsp) salt 

• 325 ml (11/3 cup) all-pur¬ 
pose flour 

• 5 eggs 

• 250 ml (1 cup) grated ex¬ 
tra-sharp Cheddar cheese 

Filling 

• 4 Golden Delicious apples, 
peeled, cored and diced 

• 50 ml (1/4 cup) sugar 

• 5 ml (1 tsp) grated fresh 
ginger 

• 15 ml (1 tbsp) lemon juice 

• Pinch salt 

• 125 ml (1/2 cup) water, di¬ 
vided 

• 15 ml (1 tbsp) cornstarch 


before using. The mix 
can also be refrigerated 
up to 24 hours prior to 
adding to the puffs. If 
so, rewarm before use. 

7 To fill puffs, cut each in 
half horizontally. Spoon 
a small amount of filling 
into bottom of shell, 
then replace top half of 
shell.

Most college and universi¬ 
ty students start their 
summer job search in Feb¬ 
ruary.

After sending my re¬

I was invited for an inter¬ 



view and was granted the 
position of Research As¬ 
sistant at the Department 
of Health Policy, Manage¬ 
ment and Evaluation 
(HPME). 

I truly enjoyed my time 
and my work with the 
professor and her team, 
but found myself search¬ 
ing for a summer job as 
April 2011 came around. 

To my surprise, my pro¬ 
fessor offered to hire me 
from May to August, as a 
summer student with her 
team. 

And even more amaz¬ 
ing than that, I was ac¬ 
cepted as a graduate 
student in that same de¬ 
partment! Searching for 
jobs early on in Septem¬ 
ber really paid off. 

Based on my experi¬ 
ence, I would recommend 
career centres continue 
actively promoting and 
advertising the Federal 
Work-Study Program so 
that students can be in¬ 
formed of these types of 


opportunities. 

The Federal Work- 
Study Program has 
worked wonders for my 
career and I sincerely 
hope that it will do the 
same for others as well. 

I also hope that my fel¬ 
low students learn how 
important it is to start 
your job search early, in 
September when compa¬ 
nies are hiring students 
who are going to graduate 
that year. Students often 
start their job search in 
February or even later on 
in the year but I hope I 
can encourage students to 
start their job searches as 
early as possible.

“I’m pretty happy with 
the way they’ve gone so 
far,” Crosby said of the on- 
ice workouts.

Things were looking dire

root for the Yankees. I’m 
sorry.

The Red Sox led the AL 
East for much of the sum¬ 
mer, and appeared ready to 
coast into the playoffs with 
a nine-game lead over Tam¬ 
pa Bay in the wild-card race 
Sept. 3. 

But the Rays beat Boston 
six times in seven games 
over a 10-day span, trim¬ 
ming the deficit to two 
games. Tampa Bay remain 
two games behind Boston 
for the AL wild-card after a 
5-0 loss in New York last 
night. The Red Sox lost to 


the Orioles 7-5. 

Before heading to New 
York for four games in 
three days, Rays manager 
Joe Maddon was asked if he 
ever thought he could turn 
a ballpark full of 37,000 
Bostonians into Yankees 
fans. 

“That’s improbable, isn’t 
it?” he said. “It’s not just 
37,000, it’s 37 in the ball¬ 
park and millions more in 
the nation.” 

The Red Sox-Yankees ri- 
valiy hit its most recent 
peak in back-to-back AL 
championship series 
matchups in 2003-04. The 
Red Sox lost the first one 
with a spectacular collapse, 
but then won the next year 
coming back from down 0- 
3 in the series en route to 
their first World Series title 
in 86 years.

There’s a revolution under 
way, and it’s being fought 
with volts and kilowatts.

ment. Additional models,

At this point, the iMiEV 
will be one of the smallest 
electrical offerings to be 
mass produced for general 
consumption.

The lightweight (1,180 
kilograms) and efficiently 
designed iMiEV is bound to 
succeed on price alone. The 
fact that its minimalist and 
futuristic styling will play 
well with the eco crowd 
should help keep Mit¬ 
subishi’s green machine 
solidly in the black right 
from the outset.

O Spare tires replaced by air pumps as automakers shed weight to 
improve mileage O But there are some who don’t agree with the trend 


Say you just bought a new 
car, and the right front tire 
goes flat as you’re driving 
down the freeway 

Don’t be surprised if 
there’s no spare when you 
look in the trunk. 

This year, more than 14 
per cent of new models on 
sale in the United States 
came with liquid tire 
sealant and a portable elec¬ 
tric air pump instead of a 
spare, a trend that is grow¬ 
ing as automakers tiy to 
shed pounds and boost gas 
mileage. 

But there can be prob¬ 
lems. While the sealant 
works well in most cases, 
you could be stuck on the 
shoulder if the hole that 
caused the flat is larger 
than a quarter of an inch, 
or if the puncture is on the 
side of the tire. In those cas-

es, the only option is to 
have your car towed, and 
you may have to wait for a 
repair shop to track down a 
new tire. 

“The last thing you want 
to do is And out the hard 
way that you don’t have a 
spare tire if you’re stranded 
on the side of the road,” 
said Gene Petersen, tire pro¬ 
gram leader for Consumer 
Reports magazine. 

However, General Mo¬ 
tors Co., H 3 mndai Motor Co. 
and other automakers that 
use the pump-and-sealant 


kits say they have many ad¬ 
vantages, mainly the 
weight savings. The kits are 
about nine kilograms 
lighter than a temporary 
spare and the jack and oth¬ 
er tools needed to put on 
the tire. Also, the inflator 
kits don’t take up as much 
room in the trunk, leaving 
more space for luggage or 
other cargo. 

GM, which has made in- 
flators and sealant standard 
on all but flve of its 22 U.S. 
car and crossover models, 
said the kits can flx 85 per 
cent of tire punctures. 
They’re easy to use, even 
for someone who might be 
afraid of changing a tire, 
and they’re safer because 
tires can be quickly refllled, 
getting the driver off the 
roadside and back in traffic 
faster than putting on a 


spare, said Dave Cowger, 
GM’s tire engineering 
group manager. 

H 3 nmdai says the inflator 
kits help avoid another 
problem: getting dirty 
while changing a tire your¬ 
self All you do is attach 
some tubes and All the tire 
with sealant and air. 

GM’s market research, 
Cowger said, shows that 
half of consumers would 
call for roadside assistance 
rather than using a spare. 

Still, for the 85 per cent 
of flats that the sealant can 
flx, there are 15 per cent 
that it can’t. 

That’s why Honda Motor 
Co. uses spares on all its 
2011 models, spokesman

t has something to 
do with sales and 
profits, yes, but a 
bit more to do with 
testosterone. The 
latest “king of the 
hill” rhetoric emanated 
from the Frankfurt Auto 
Show, which is in full 
swing this week. 

Volkswagen issued a 
statement at the show, de¬ 
tailing how they plan to 
spend 62.4 billion euros 
(about $84 billion) in the 
coming five years to boost 
its worldwide production. 

Currently the VW 
group, which includes 
VW, Audi, Skoda and Seat 
brands, ranks third in the 


world motor vehicle pro¬ 
duction rankings. But it 
wants the No. 1 status, 
currently held by Toyota. 
Also ahead of VW at the 
moment, is No. 2 man. 
General Motors. 

Yes, that same General 
Motors that filed for bank¬ 
ruptcy protection back in 
2009. 

“Top of the agenda for 
us are investments in en- 
vironmentally-friendly, 
sustainable models and 
drives,” noted GEO Martin 
Winterkorn, in VW’s 
statement. 

One of those sustain¬ 
able models sure to drive 
future volume is the VW 
Up, shown for the first 
time in production trim 
at the show in Frankfurt. 
The “mini” or “city” Up is 
a class smaller than Golf, 
so we probably won’t see 
it here in North America, 
which would be a shame, 
because it’s looks pretty 
good. 

And where VW is 
adding future production 
speaks volume about 
which world markets are 
expected to produce the 
most incremental sale 
growth in future years.

any automaker, but 1 
sometimes wonder if peo¬ 
ple forget about the bag¬ 
gage that comes with 
being No. 1 at anything. 

It doesn’t take long be¬ 
fore the cooler kids start 
looking the other way, or 
throw rocks at you when 
you’re not looking, be¬ 
cause you are now the 
boring establishment, and 
had it coming. And you 
can forget about having 
any “underdog” support 
you once enjoyed. 

So go ahead, take your 
place at the top of the hill 
if you want to, just bring a 
helmet. 


Once considered scrap, end- 
of-life cars are now consid¬ 
ered an asset, dismantled 
and sold for the value of 
their parts and metal. It’s a 
process that involves both 
reuse and recycling once 
they go to their final resting 
place. 

Some 1.2 million vehi¬ 
cles come off the road in 
Canada eveiy year, accord¬ 
ing to Steve Fletcher, man¬ 
aging director of the 
Automotive Recyclers of 
Canada. Good recyclers will 
get as much as they can 
from each one. 

“First, they’ll remove any 
parts that can be directly 
resold,” he says. 

“Engines, transmissions, 
mirrors, taillights, an54hing 
that doesn’t have to be re¬ 
worked and can be directly 
reused.” 

Next, the recycler drains 
the 20 to 40 litres of fluid 
that each one may hold, in¬ 
cluding gasoline, an¬ 
tifreeze, transmission oil, 
brake fluid, washer fluid 
and engine oil. Fluids that 
are fresh enough are used 
in company vehicles, while

old or excess liquids are 
sold for recycling or reuse. 

“We’re paid six to eight 
cents a litre for oil,” Fletch¬ 
er says; it will be re-refined 
into recycled oil or burned 
in asphalt furnaces. 

“We want the lead acid 
batteiy, not just for the en¬ 
vironmental reasons, but 
because it’s worth $4 to $5 
as a core that can be refur¬ 
bished,” Fletcher says. 

Freon is extracted from 
the a/c system using special 
equipment, and is either 
sold or reused. 

Recyclers also check for 
mercuiy-filled switches, 
which were used in some 
older vehicles to activate 
the under-hood light, and 
which must be handled as 
toxic waste. 

“From here, the recy¬ 
clers start to take it down 
by the metal,” Fletcher says. 

“That’s an54hing like the 


copper in radiators, or alu¬ 
minum in the wheels or en¬ 
gine.” 

What’s left is called the 
hulk and it’s flattened in a 
giant press, mainly to make 
it more convenient to ship. 
If the seats, trim or wind¬ 
shield weren’t good enough 
to reuse, they’re simply left 
in and pressed during the 
process. 

From there, the hulk is 
shipped to a facility that 
shreds it into fist-sized 
chunks. Magnets and other 
secondary recovery systems 
such as pressurized air are 
used to separate the metals, 
which are then sent for re¬ 
cycling, while foam, carpet 
and glass go to landfill. 

“On an average vehicle, 
you’ll get 75 per cent recy¬ 
cled as metal,” Fletcher 
says. “Once you factor in 
the parts we take out, such 
as tires and (reusable) parts, 
up to 83 per cent of the ve¬ 
hicle is recycled. You get 
about $500 to $600 for the 
metal in a flattened hulk 
for about $100 in time and 
effort, so a car has positive 
value.”
